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Special Lecture and Recital Complement Exhibition Opening December 13 

Two special events-a lecture and recitab-at The Cleveland Museum of Art on 
Wednesday, December 13, complement the opening that day of the exhibition From 
Fontainebleau to the Louvre: French Drawing from the 17th Century. The 
exhibition of more than 100 important drawings illuminates the formative period of 
France’s Golden Age from 1589 to 1661. 

Hilliard T. Goldfarb, curator for European art at the Hood Museum of Art at 
Dartmouth College, will be the Museum’s guest lecturer at 5:45 pm in Gartner 
Auditorium. Dr. Goldfarb organized the exhibition which he had conceived while an 
assistant curator at The Cleveland Museum of Art. His lecture, "Drawing Together: 
Tracing French Identities in the 17th Century," is co-sponsored by The Print Club 
of Cleveland and will be followed by a reception. 

At 8 pm in the Recital Hall, after the lecture and reception, the Museum will 
present "French Lutesongs during the Reign of Louis XIII (1610-1643)," a recital 
with discussion, featuring soprano Coeli Ingold with Kenneth Be accompanying on 
lute. Mr. Be will perform on a period copy of the plucked instrument of the 
Renaissance and Baroque periods. Ms. Ingold, in addition to performing, will talk 
about the art of performing the airs de cour (17th-century French secular lutesongs) 
and address stylistic and technical aspects of vocal production and ornamentation. 

There is no admission charge to the Museum, the exhibition, or the special 
events.
